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Barbara  Ward  Guest  Lecturer 


Barbara  Ward,  outstanding  British  economist  and 
author,  was  guest  lecturer  at  Avila  on  December  7. 
Her  topic  was  “World  Poverty.”  Miss  Ward  in 
private  life  is  Lady  Jackson,  wife  of  Sir  Robert 
Jackson,  former  commissioner  of  development  in 
Ghana.  Her  audience  at  Avila  came  by  the  special 
invitation  of  the  Most  Reverend  Charles  Helmsing, 
Bishop  of  Kansas  City. 

Her  message  was  a practical  one.  The  world  must 
be  rescued  from  despair  as  well  as  from  starvation. 
Christians  now  have  within  their  grasp  the  power 
to  achieve  both  ends.  Divine  Revelation,  she  noted, 
brought  together  for  the  first  time  the  reality  of 
unity,  justice,  and  hope.  The  Christian  faith  holds 
them  fast.  Left  to  himself,  man  has  a passion  for 
fighting.  Unity  is  extraordinarily  unlikely  in  his 
code.  Justice  too  is  unlikely.  Civilization  has  been 
largely  based  on  injustice  with  only  the  strong 
surviving.  And  despair  is  quite  natural.  It  is  hope 
that  is  entirely  supernatural. 

With  Divine  Revelation  comes  a passion  for 
brotherhood.  With  it  comes  the  dynamic  hope  that 
man  working  with  his  creator  can  recreate  the  face 
of  the  earth.  He  becomes  aware  of  the  unfinished 
condition  of  the  world  that  is  his  to  complete.  Here 
there  is  a new  version  of  what  it  is  like  to  be 
human  and  what  it  means  to  be  a man. 

Today  with  the  economic  unity  that  we  have 
produced,  we  have  the  know-how  to  eliminate  pov- 
erty. In  the  developed  nations,  monetary  control 
through  investments,  savings,  income  taxes,  unions 


and  the  like,  has  brought  a high  standard  of  living 
to  us.  Our  present  society  is  not  completely  just, 
but  most  of  our  people  are  not  poor.  We  see  the 
direction.  We  must  expand  our  efforts.  Ultimately 
what  we  will  do  is  a question  of  judgment,  reason, 
heart,  resources.  Christians  have  the  means.  The 
answer  is  not  one  that  can  be  avoided. 

Miss  Ward  recommended  the  reading  of  Isaiah 
for  a deeper  realization  of  the  overwhelming  anger 
of  God  when  His  people  are  not  just.  In  the  New 
Testament,  Christ  states  it  this  way:  “I  know  you 
not.  I was  hungry.”  These  words  go  beyond  geo- 
graphical boundaries.

Bette  Krenzer  Nominated 
for  Federal  Woman's  Award 


Bette  Krenzer  ’44  has  been  named  one 
of  the  outstanding  woman  employees  of  the 
Air  Force.  This  honor  came  when  she  was 
chosen  one  of  three  Air  Force  nominees  for 
the  Federal  Woman’s  award  which  is  pre- 
sented to  six  women  in  the  United  States 
who  have  made  outstanding  contributions 
to  the  federal  government. 

Bette  is  a physicist  in  the  Foreign  Tech- 
nology division  at  Wright-Patterson  Air 
Force  Base  in  Dayton.  Ohio.  She  was 
selected  for  these  honors  because  of  her 
valuable  contributions  in  data  processing 
and  storage.  Both  industry  and  government 
organizations  have  recognized  her  accom- 
plishments although  in  many  cases  the 
hush-hush  aspects  of  her  work  in  electronics 
prohibit  a discussion  of  them.  She  was 
named  for  outstanding  performance  in 
1944,  1946.  1958,  and  1963.  Her  1958  cita- 
tion included  the  award  for  sustained  supe- 
rior performance. 

In  a summary  of  her  achievements,  her 
commanding  officers  made  this  statement: 

In  a normally  male  professional  area  of 
electronics  engineering  Miss  Krenzer  has 
achieved  general  recognition  for  her 
accomplishments. 

She  has  made  significant  contributions 
of  both  equipment  techniques  and  operating 
procedures  for  special  purpose  data  proc- 
essing in  the  Air  Force.  She  was  instru- 
mental in  developing  several  items  which 
are  now  standard  items  for  data  storage 
and  processing  and  in  the  publication  of 
an  Air  Force  Manual,  also  used  by  other 
services,  on  the  handling  of  electronic  re- 
connaissance data.  She  is  a recognized 
authority,  both  in  the  Defense  Department 
and  industry,  on  certain  types  of  data 
storage. 

Bette  initiated  a publication  of  bi- 
monthly letters  called  Processing  Equi]>- 
ment  Notes  (PENS)  which  was  distrib- 
uted to  agencies  working  with  signal  data 
analysis.  Since  1948  she  has  been  a member 
of  the  Institute  of  Radio  Engineers,  now  the 
IEEE.  She  is  a charter  member  of  the 


National  Association  of  Old  Crows  and  an 
officer  of  the  Kittyhawk  Chapter  in  Dayton. 

Bette  attended  Avila  College  for  two 
years  after  which  she  went  to  work  for  the 
Air  Force.  After  the  war  she  took  a leave 
of  absence  first  in  1946  and  again  in  1954 
to  complete  her  work  for  a B.S.  at  K.U.  in 
Engineering  Physics.  “It  took  encourage- 
ment along  the  way  to  stop  working  and  go 
back  to  school.  Sister  Henrietta  Eileen  gave 
me  a taste  for  physics.  I was  in  the  first 
class  in  physics  offered  at  the  college  after 
its  four-vear  status  was  attained.  And  Dr. 
,T.  D.  Stranathan  at  K.  U.  was  a good  friend 
and  adviser.  He  whetted  my  interest  in 
atomic  energy.  Now  I have  many  interests 
of  my  own,  but  I never  forget  these  early 
friends.”
